Cuioauo, 1L, May{24.—Archibald Forbes
oables the Chicago Tiwes in rogard to the
Eoglish Russian sitnation: “Abstention on
Lhe part of a civilized power from ratifying
an argument acoapted by her embassador and
her specinl envoy fs a fact very rare in the
history of diplomacy. Itiswso atodds with
sll traditionaand the courtesisa of internn-
tional intercourss that it reecrns neceasarily
to congeal some  treacherous purposs, This,
in the case of Russia, would bs by no means
inccnsiatent with the methods sha haas devel-
oped from the beginoiog, Itisnot wonder-
ful that the non-nccaptance by the czar and
his ndvisers of the delimitation line, ssttled
between Lord Kimberly, and Baron De Stasl
and Lsasar stimulate the rank crop of startling
alarmist reports, The wsense of daoger s
hightened by the obstinate reticence of the
ministers regarding the points at issue, The
truth of the matter I believe to be somowhat
on follows:

Immedintaly nlfter the agreement  waa an-
notnced a number of the most influential
pavers freely expressed thele opinion and de-
tailed England’sa sarrender, protesting that
tho ministry would sacrihee the last ditch
rather than fight, The Rumian government
failed to take into account the untrammelzd
charncter of the Voglish press, and these
utterancon ioapired the atute adyisers of the
czar with a belief that the newspapers re-
flected the real attitude of Grost Hritain and
that tho ministry was enslly squeezasable to a
much fmltur extent than was at first deemed
hoesible even by the arrogant military faction

wving the ear of the Russisn ruler, So
negotiations were hung up aod kept so, 1
have BEELCAD OO that tussin  muat
ultimately accept, with trifling oodifi-
catious, or confront the alternative of
war on this iswe. Dinisters of whatever
shade of oplnion or however much at odds on
other pointe, are united that nelther power
renlly wanta war, bot it is certain that Groat
Britain, if things come fo the worst wants
les= badly to avoid than Russia in spite of the
hypocritioal assurance of the latter power and
bombastic fury which the war party
displays.

THE VALL OF KHARTOUM,

Special Telegram to The Bxe.

New Youg, May 24. —A London cable says:
“ An Kpyptian sorgoant, who was present at
the fall of Khartoum, and who was fortunate
onnugh to ba spared ln the slmost general
maesacre, bus succecded in escaping from the
mahdi's clutchies, snd reached Assouan,
From him mavy interesting pattioulars con-
cerning the capture of Khiartoum have been
learned, o says that atthe time of the cap-
ture Khartoum was on the verge of famine,
Supplies of all kinds were almost exhausted,
snd food was welling at oxhorbitant rates,
Tha rebel amoy, which numbered somo
twanty-five thowand men, duriog one nirht
filled np the trenches around the town,

aud the next morping st deybreak
they elfected an  entrance  into  the
city. A frightful ecene  of  carnage

ensued sod nearly the whole of the garrlson,
numbering 18,000 souls, were subjected to
mnssacre, ‘The hesd of Gen, Gordon was cut
off and carrisd in barbnrious trivmph and ex.
ultation to Kl Mahdi himself, who received
tho ghastly prize with eager saticfaction,
townrd the evening of this miserable day splea
reported that vessels bearing woldiers and
provisions were comiog from the north, but
this rellef was too lste. The eity had fallen.
Iis brave defenders were dead, and the head
of its dovoted leader wan the gory possession
of the rebal chief, The sergeant eays that if
the Foglieh had arrived only o few hours
earlier they would have baen able to save the
town, "Three dayas after the eapture of ths
oity the rebels oxecuted two of the traitors
who had helped them by their treachery to
gain possession of the place, The other one
uf the three traitora wes spared and joined
the mahdi's nrmy,

fora he departed yesterday for Dublin, Many
deciare that Sir Charlea is mainly responsible
for the disrensions in the cabinet, ITe hae
caused trouble, they way, by his persistent
efforta to force the government to adopta
radieal polley. The Dispatch, which is un
doubtedly the organ of Sir Charles Dilke, is
urgiog  the radieals to combine and
nusert themeelves. It anys if they do they
will have the best chance of securing eontrol
of the next parliament.  Even if they do not
seciire a majority they can, the Dispatch nr.
nes, so increase their power as to secure a
eader more radical than (iindetone or tha
radicals eould hope ever to seo, even if he
wure twenty yeara younger,

THE FOLITICAL BITUATION,

A good general eurvey of the palitieal sitn
ation would [wrlm;n show that no man in
Fingland realized, more thoroughly than Mg,
Gladstone,that thare were in the preseut state
of British affairs o'l the elements for a polit:
iral crisis, and that he himeelf woa strongly in
favor of makioe every roasonable concession
in order to hold the iiberal party, with all its
deverse factions, togather as a solid body to
pravent a return of the conservotives to
power,

DILKE'S TRIP FOLITICAL,

A shirewd observer can perhaps discern in
evan tha visit of Dilke to Ireland, the cunning
hand of Gladstone. Sir Charles goes to Dub-
lin to attend meettogs of a commission for
honsing the poor of the Irish canital, He will
be nguest at tha viceroy's residence, Dublin
censtlo, Lord Spencer is far from being a rad-
1eal,  Ho believes in a thorough renewiog of
the lrish crimes act, which Sir Charles op-
poses. Inthe many conferences which thoss
two gentlernen muat have, it is more than pas-
sible that the streng parsonslity of the Earl of
Spencer will gerionaly affect the impressionnbla
Sir Cbarles and thathe will return to England
after the helidays mora tenctable In his rela-
tions to the prime minister. If he dees, then
tha public m‘{n look for s good compromise
renewnl bill which will give offanss to no one
and whose harmless life will be limited to
abont one year.

GLADSTONE'S CUNNING TOWARD IBELAND.

Mr. Gladstons has this way of doing things
and it may be that he has cast his lines sue-
cesafully for thue getting entirely rid of coer-
sion in Ireland. 1f this surmise prove correct
the government will, before recess, anvounce
the lines on which they will Pmunod next year
with the bill for local, self-government in
Iroland. The moderete liberals are certain to
follow Gladstone, and will copsent to make
almost sny sncrifice rather than cause a split
in the liberal party, A serions division in
this party would more likely result in putting
the tories 1nto power. The return of the
lords to power during an  ensuing
election would almost undoubled]
be  followed with a  war  wit
Russin, Tord Randolph Churchill, aspirant
for the leadership in the heuse of commons
has already attempted to induce Lord Salia-
bnrﬁ, loader of the tory pzers, to join forces
with him in opposing the renewal of the
Irish crimes met.

Dilke or Chamberlain from the cabinet would
b a far more diesstrous blow to the govern
ment than aoy such ocourrancs as the rasig
nation of the Earl of Spencer, who is credited
with a threat to resign the lord lisutennncy to
Ireland unless the Irish crimes act shall be
renawod, The resignation of either of the
two gentlemen, the Jouenal thinks, would
cripple the government hopelessly during the
rest of the parliamentary session, and go far
to prejodice their chances for suceess in the
general elections,

A COMMUNIST ANNIVERSARY RIOT,

Pans, May 24, —To-day Leing the anni-
voreary of the fall pf commune the com-
muniste of Paris attempted to hold a demon-
steation nt the tombs; their comraden in Pesa
la Chiere cemetery. The police interfered
and presented s display of emblems, A
serious conflict enrued in “which several men
wera wounded. The police finally dispersed
ths rioters, Thirty of whom wers arrestad.
At later hour the communists reassembled
and the police ordered them to surrender their
red flag. They refused and fighting ensued.
The police drew swords and drove the rabble
against n heap of atones, The riciers used the
stonen and one of the policemsn was knocked
senpeless and svother's jaw  was broken,
Tho rapublican guarde, wih fixed bayo-
ni's, charged the mob, wounding sev-*
ernl in the foremost ranks, one fatally
Several veportera were arceated, but after-
warda releasad.  One anarchist recelved five
sabre cnts aod others were fenrfully gashed.
The police were urusually severe, showing no
quarter, Tne gcens resembled an ontbreuk of
the revolution. Tha shops in the vicinity of
the riot were hurriedly cloged, and ths ut-
most  excitement  prevaijed until a
Iate  honr, Numbers of communists
gathered at varions places to-night vowing
vengeanca on the police and government,
It 18 enid at a late hour that five prisoners
wero killed and eighty wounded duriog the
ricting this afternoon,

Tuscox, Ariz., May 20,—A Cliftcn special
says that a courier has just arrived from up
per Gils with s letter from Wood Dod, which
states that the Indians late of Eagle Oreek,
three miles north of Bimpeon’s ranche,
struck Blue river at Benton's, four miles
north of Olifton, Old man Benton cannot be
found, Dod, who followed up the Indiane,
beliovea that he has been killed, Five miles
further on, 6t & German ranche, the owner
wns found murdered and motilated, At
Montgomery's and Woelche's the Indians
had destroyed everything, As 1t was dark,
Dod did not look for ths bodiss but hastsned
on to the ranche at Alms.
